The Ab-i-Hayét-i- H ind of the 15th April says. that among

territory in parties of more than four shall be shot.

The Oudh and 
Rohilkhund Railway Company, on the other hand, are highly 
commended for having introduced the following regulations :— 


(a.) A first class carriage has been set apart for natives 
of the higher ranks, and a carriage has been reserved, at a 
fare higher by one-half than the ordinary third class fare, for 
natives of a respectable position. 


(b.) A special carriage has been set aside for native ladies, 


and old native women have been hired to wait on them at, 
the stations. 


(c.) The first and second class carriages are provided with 
punkhas i in the hot season. 


(d.) The European Railway Officers: are gentle and 
courteous. 


On the East Indian R allway line everything is the 
reverse of this. Europeans and Natives sit together in the first 
and second class carriages ; persons of all ranks—both male and 
female—are huddled together in the same carriage; and an 
indefinite number of passengers are seated'in each compart- 


ment, without any regard to their convenience or to the heat 
of the weather. 


The writer hopes that the attention of Government will 
be directed to all: this. 


EDUCATION. 


The Samay Vinod of the 15th April abla the establish- 
ment of a literary association, called Majma-us-Said, in 
Mohulla Kutra in the city of Budaon.

Said-ud-din is the Honorary Secretary of the Association, at 
the periodical meetings of which lectures are delivered and 
useful and interesting topics are. discussed. . 


The Oudh Akhbdr of the 21st April reviews the state- 
ment published in ‘the North-Western Provinces Gasette of 
rewards under the Prizé Notification which have been con- 
ferred during the -past year on authors of meritorious works 
in the vernacular. Only 18 books carried off prizes, of which 
the majority. were Urdu and- Hindee, and only one was 
Arabic. The full reward of Rs. 1,000 was gained by Moulvie 
Nazir Akmed, Deputy Collector, and Baboo Lakshmi Shun- © 
ker, M.A., of the Benares College. Of the rest of the authors 
many received Rs. 100 and Rs. 200. Moulvie Nazir Ahmed’s 
works have established such a reputation that authors are 
afraid to make their appearance when the Moulvie is in the 
field, believing that since they are neither Deputy Collectors 
nor teachers of a Government college or school, nor any 
one’s favourites, they have little chance of success. 


The Nur-ul-Absdr of the Ist May, speaking of the same 
subject, remarks that all the encouragement given to literature 
by Sir William Muir has failed to produce any work which 
can be considered as a memorial of his administration, 
excepting only the mathematical series compiled by Moulvie 
Mahomed Zaka Ullah and the Hindee Algebra of Pundit Bapu 
Dev Shastri. The Director of Public Instruction of course 
spoke in very high terms of ohe or two books (the Jfirat-ul- 
Ards and the Taubat-un-Nasth of Moulvie Nazir Ahmed, each 
of which gained a reward of Rs. 1 1000); but the opinion 
of a single individual and a foreigner cannot be set against 
the judgment of educated natives. The subject-matter and 
style of a vernacular book should be native and genuine, and 
not artificially adapted to the taste of a special class (the 
English). This is the reason why: the books now im use in 
the Educational Department fail to be popular, and are read 
‘by none but the schoolboys who are obliged to read them.

The retention by Government of the monopoly of educational 
works is extremely unfavourable to the spread of education.

MISCELLANEOUS. 


The Najm-ul-Akhbdr learns from a correspondent at Seha- 
runpore that at alate meeting of the Municipal and Schoot 
Committee there under an Assistant Magistrate of the district, 
a Hindoo faquir suddenly appeared, and, producing a blank 
paper, said he bore a mandate from the Emperor of Con- 
stantinople and Syria (Rm and Shdém) bidding him warr 
the Christians that His Majesty had conferred the Government 
of India on them for a better purpose than to encourage vice 
and suffer Government officials to take bribes and turn ri ght.
